@t. Petersburg, July 3!.—Negotiations 
for the settlement of Russo-American 
tariff difficulties are advancing steadily. 
Russia is willing to withdraw the Te- 
talatory duties on American machinery, 
etc. which weigh hard on Russian in- 
dustry and agriculture and only seeks 
acknowledzement of the exceptional na- 
tut of the retaliatory duties imposed 
‘by her on American exports, which 
are not apt to become an im- 
portant commercial factor.

Collector of Internal Revenue Will 
Probably Retain His Job 
Indefinitely.

Less than a month ago Collector 
Rucker’s attention was called to his bond 
covering his second term as _ internal 
revenue collector, which expires August 
3. 1905. In the letter fPom the secretary 
of the treasury Collector Rucker was 
notified that a new bond’ would be re- 
quired to substitute thé one expiring 
in event he was not djsplaced by an ap- 
pointment issued by the president. Col- 
lector Rucker forwarded to the treasury 
department several days ago a new guar- 
antee covering his services as collector 
of intermal revenue for a period of four 
years—from August 3, 1905, to August 
3, 1909. 

Collector Rucker since making his own 
bond has required from every one of his 
deputies a new bond and each of the | 
deputies has perfected and submitted that 
bond, 

The special 
examination naturally 
cate the nature of his report 
is now finishing. 

But the fact that Rucker has. made 
another four years and the 
further fact that his deputies have done | 
the same and the still further fact that 
the new bonds read for a period of four | 
years from Thursday next, August 3, 
1905. does not vouchsafe him a_tenure of 
a third term. Within the next three days 
President Roosevelt may name a suc- 
cessor to Henry A. Rucker. In fact no 
appointment whatever has been made 
to the collectorship. The term of an in- 
ternal revenue collector is four years, 
or “until his successor is appeinted.”’ A 
collector though appointed for four years 
may be removed at any time “‘for cause” | 
a successor must necessarily be | 
named. But the bond a collector makes | 
reads for four years and must be sub- 
stituted at the end of that time whether | 
or not a change is made. The fact thata 
new bond is requested is by no means a 
reappointment, neither is it an intimation 
that the gne holding the office will be 
retained.

Proposed Amendment to Con- 


stitution Before Senate, 


Would Exempt Religious’ Worship 
and Burial and All College Prop- 
ercty—Other Measures Before 
Senate in Brief Session 
Held Yesterday. 


An important suggested amendment to 
the constitution of the state which has 
been before the legislature for the past 
several years, but which the general 
assembly has never yet given the people 
an opportunity to pass upon was again 
presented in the senate yesterday by Sen- 
ator Candler. 


Senator Candler’s bill provides for an 
amendment to paragraph 2, section 2 
of article 7 of the constitution of Geor- 
gia so as to enlarge the power of ex- 
emption from taxation of all places of 
religious worship or burial, and all 
property belonging to colleges, incorpor- 
ated academies or other seminaries of 
learning. 

Senator Candler is intensely interested 
in this measure which he believes will 
contribute to the prosperity of the 
schools and colleges of the state, and 
which he believes the people of the 
state will overwhelmingly ratify if given 
the opportunity by the general assembly. 

Owing to the congested cona.tion of 
the calendar and the short time before 
adjournment it is doubtful if this bill 
will reach a vote at the present ses- 
sion, but its friends and supporters in- 
tend to do all in their power to bring 
the matter to a vote at the next session 
of the present general assembly. 

Senator Wheatley introduced a bill pro- 
viding for a codification of the laws of 
the state relating to the militia of Geor- 
gia yesterday.

Ten new animals and one dozen par- 
rots have been purchased for Grant park, 
and they are already installed in their 
quarters at the zoo.

All the animals arrived in splen- 
did condition, with ‘the exception of a 
lioness, which received a slight scratch 
upon her forehead, evidently caused by 
being thrown against the side of her 
cage by the motion of the train.

One lioness, aged 4 years, a native of 
Abyssinia, arrived in New York May |. 

One pair, male and female, black-face 
sheep, natives of India. 

One pair, male and female, robustus 
kangaroos. 

One Japanese bear, native of Korea. 

One baboon, native of India. 

One black ape, native of Africa. 

One pair, male and female, jamas. 

One dozen Mexican parrots. 

These purchases were made for the 
zoo by President Walter R. Brown, of 
the park board, Park Commissioner A. 
L. Dunn, Clerk John S. Parks and Coun- 
cilman A, L.. Curtis. The purchases were 
made with the $1,000 that is given annu- 
ally by President Preston 8S. Arkwright, 
of the Georgia Railway and Blectric 
Company, for the replenishing of the 
Grant park zeo. In addition to these 
purchases tentative offers were made for 
various other animals, which will proba- 
bly be secured later during the season. 

Public Is Invited. 

Thursday afternoon has been. deter- 
miffed upon bY the board of park com- 
missioners as the time for the first pub- 
lic inspection of the new animals. On 
that afternoon 4]1 members of the park 
board will be at Grant park, special in- 
vitations will be extended to the mem- 
bers of council and all citizens are re- 
quested to be present for the purpose of 
seeing the new animals. 

On that afternoon Wedemeyer’s con- 
cert band will give one of its regular 
park concerts from 3:30 until 5:30 
o’clock in the afternoon, and this of it- 
self will be an attraction for the people. 
As an unusually large crowd will be at 
the -park Chief Jennings will have sevy- 
eral additional patrolmen there, 
but they will be present merely for the 
purpose of taking care of the children 
and attending to vehicles, as it is rarely 
ever necessary to make any arrests in 
Grant park. 

John 8. Parks, who is in charge of the 
work at the park, has done much to 
beautify the place this season. The 
flower beds are in excellent condition, 
the grass is green, all the buildings are 
attractive, and there are plenty of 
benches for every one. 

The natural attractions of the park, 
‘the flowers, the,music and the animals, 
which with the ones already in the zoo, 
give Atlanta the finest menagerie in the

President Brown Is Pleased. 

In announcing the arrival of the ani- 
mals yesterday morning President Wal- 
ter R. Brown, of the board of park com- 
missioners, said: 

“TI Belleve we have secured animals 
that will be real attractions at the park 
zoo, Before we left Mr. Arkwright, who 
has generously agreed to give $1,000 
year for five years to the park for ani- 
mals, told us that if we wanted to spend 
as much as $4,000 for animals he would 
give us his check. We thought this an- 
other evidence of his interest in the park 
and Atlanta. We did not exceed the an- 
mwal appropriation, however, although 
we have seen some purchases that we 
would like to make and we have made 
tentative offers for them. 

“I wish every citizen of Atlanta, al- 
ways including the ladies, would visit 
the park and see the beautiful play- 
ground for the peopie that the city gov- 
ernment has prepared.” 

Fine Building Record. 

Permits for the erection of seventy- 
eight new dwellings in Atlanta were is- 
sued during July by Building Inspector 
Frank A. Pittman.- As each new dwell- 
ing means a new family and as each new 
family means five persons, some iadica- 
tion of the increase in Atilanta’s popula- 
tion may be obtained, particularly as 
all apartment houses are filled and the 
rooms of those being built are already 
engaged.

English Spinners Take Steps To Keep 
Down Price. 

London, July 3!.—At an emergency 
meeting of the international committee 
of the International Cotton Congress, 
held today, it wag decided to urge the 
spinners in Europe and America to re- 
frain from buying American cotton dur- 
ing the next three months, except for 
immediate wants, and thus try to obvi- 
ate the danger of the next cotton sea- 
son, commencing with raw material at 
the high prices at presént prevailing. 

The committee contends that there wil] 
be plenty of time when actual figures 
are aVailable regarding the new crop to 
consider the situation that will then arise 
and should the supply prove less than 
the, demand to take such steps as may 
be necessary to meet the conditton, 

At the same time the committee feels 
sure that the surplus from last year's 
crop guarantees a full supply, even in 
the event of the next crop proving sma!!. 

The committee decided to organize a 
service for the obtaining of correct in- 
formation as to the actual consumption 
of cotton throughout the world on the 
lines proposed by the congress at Man- 
chester in June last, and hopes to soon 
publigh the details of the scheme. 


FRENCH TROOPS KILL GERMANS 


Joint Commission Named To Investi- 
gate Affair on Frontier. 
Berlin, July 3!.—An offic‘al report from 
the governor of the Cameroons was re- 
ceived today by the colonial division of 
the foreign office concerning the affair 
on the French Congo frontier. It says 
that Senegalese soldiers forcibly closed 
the German station at Missum-Missum, 
and plundered the merchandie. Captain 
Scheunemanne, who was at the time in 
the southern part of the district, was 
shot on. his march to Missum-Missum 
by French Senegalese troops and the 
Germans. returned the fire, killing five 

and capturing four. 


The governor of the Cameroons, upon 
receiving a report of the affair from 
the commander of the German troops, 
Colonel Mueller, sent a protest to Ba- 
gun, the residence of the French local 
governor, and also communicated with 
the governor general of the French 
Congo in Brazzaville, who proposed that 
a joint commission should immediately 
be sent to the spot to investigate the 
trouble and to arrange for the preven- 
tion of such incidents. 

To this the German administration 
agreed.
